What are your motivations for making Island? 

IN-WAN YOUN: I have had a lot of interest in legends and old 
stories in which ghosts and demons come out. It's material that 
appears often in novels, dramas, and Japanese comics but it’s 
a theme that is not dealt I word our comics. I thought that it 
would be fun to make a Korean demon story into a comic. 

What kind of story is Island? 

IN-WAN YOUN: There are many stories about ghosts and 
demons that are handed down on Cheju Island which is our 
country's greatest tourist attraction. It is a work that reconstructed 
them contemporarily. But if I tell you all the details beforehand, it 
won't be fun, so read the work and enjoy... 

How long was the preparation? 

KYUNG-IL YANG: We first started working on the story in the 
spring of 1996. When we polished the story and entered the work 
of establishing characters, it was early 1 997. Before two months of 
serialization, we almost completed the portion for Vol.1 but we 
abandoned it because we didn’t like it. The fundamental manuscript 
work started when the serialization of Soma’s Legendary Record 
ended in June. 



Have you been to Cheju Island which is the background of 
the work? 

KYUNG-IL YANG: I was going to go there in late June, but a 
monsoon forced me to cancel. Then I immediately went into full- 
time pre-production on the series. For the time being, I'm using 
the photos and materials gathered here and there by fans who 
live in Cheju Island. I'm thinking about going to Cheju Island soon 
to collect more materials and get a sense of the physical space. 

Introduce the main characters. 

KYUNG-IL YANG: The mystery fellow named Pan and the 
woman named Won Miho are the main characters. The relation- 
ship of the two is like water and oil, and they don’t have much in 
common but they become a team. Unlike conventional characters 
you have seen, I'm going to make them into characters who will 
continue to surprise you. Anticipate!

IN-WAN YOUN: My third year in high school, I began as a student 
at Yi T'ahaeng and Yang Kyongi Studios. Actually, my dream is to 
be a comic artist.

IN-WAN YOUN & KYUNG-IL YANG: We are hoping to make 
a new work that has never been seen before.
